Goteborg who served as 
sparring partners for the 
national team — next 
month it will be Malmo 
FF. 


The stylish Swedes 
meet Australia in Mel- 
bourne on Friday, 
February 17 and in Syd- 
ney — hopefully at 
Parramatta Stadium — 
on Wednesday, Febru- 


ary 22. 

Malmo, coached by 
Englishman Roy Hodg- 
son, won the 1988 Swe 
ish championship, which 
concluded in November, 
one point clear of arch- 
rivals Goteborg. 

They won 15 of 22 
league games, drew two 
and lost five, scoring 44 
goals in the process and 
conceding 24 for a total 


of 32 points. 

Their star striker, 
Martin Dahlin, with 21 
goals, was the leading 
scorer in the First Divi- 
sion. 

Malmo held Inter to a 
1-1 draw in Milan in the 
second round of the cur- 
rent UEFA Cup, but 
were eliminated by vir- 
tue of a 1-0 loss to the 
crack Italians at home. 


The team is studded 
with Swedish internatio- 
nals who starred in last 
October's World Cup 
elimination draw with 
England at Wembley 
and at the Seoul Olym- 
pics, where Sweden 
reached the quarter- 


Several of their play-

AUSTRALIA’s future participation in Olym- 
pic Soccer competition will not be affected 
by FIFA’s rejection of a request from the 
International Olympic Committee to waive 
the age limit on professionals taking part in 
the 1992 Barcelona Olympic tournament. 


FIFA’s Congress in 
Seoul last July voted on 
an age limit of under-23 
for all future Olympics 
to the consternation of 
the IOC. 

Since then the IOC 
has been agitating to 
have the ruling re- 
versed, 

This has not been 
done, but FIFA did 
make a small concession 
— the age limit has been 
slightly modified to 
allow 24-year-olds to 
compete. 

Players born on or 
after August 1, 1968 (in- 
stead of January 1, 1969) 
will now be eligible, 
FIFA decided. 

Luckily, the age limit 
ruling is only academic 
to Australia as it only 
affects European and 
South American coun- 
tries. 

They are the only 
ones classified as fully 
professional by the 


world body, and that 
cludes some of the East- 
ern bloc nations who 
still cling to “amateur” 
status. 


Australia’s part-time 
players will still be able 
to compete at BOTH 
the World Cup and 
Olympic levels with the 
same national team, as 
will the Asians, Afri- 
cans, Central and North 
Americans, provided 
they have not qualified 
for the final 24 of the 
World Cup two years 
before the Olympics. 


Australia, for inst- 
ance, could not field the 
same team in the 1992 
Olympic qualifiers 
should the Socceroos 
make it to Italy in June 
1990. 

FIFA and the IOC 
have allowed professio- 
nals, regardless of age, 
to compete at the last 
two Olympics, thus 
adding to the prestige of 
the Games’ Soccer 
tournament. 

In fact, it has been too 
successful for FIFA’s 
liking . . . 

FIFA has not taken 
kindly to the Olympics 
challenging its money- 
spinning World Cup as 
Soccer's premier in- 
ternational event — thus 
its controversial age 
limit edict.

We cannot, nor 
should we, stop our best 
young professional play- 
ers from seeking 
advancement overseas.

Dann’s the new boy 


NEW Queensland 
Soccer Federation 
president Wallace 
Dann has some big 
shoes to fill. 

Taking over from Ian 
Brusasco was a task few 
relished and although 
four nominated for the 
QSF presidency, in the 
end only Dann and 
Rochedale’s John Han- 
cock remained for the 
Annual General Meet- 
ing ballot. 

Dann won on the first 
round of votes and im- 
mediately praised Bru- 
sasco for his efforts over 
nearly 30 years and ack- 
nowledged the task 
ahead was not an easy 
one. 

“Tan ‘is the father of 
the Federation and we 
all owe him a debt of 
thanks,” ‘Dann told the 
meeting in his first 
address as QSF 
supremo. 


Dann’s election came 
as a logical choice as he 
is one of the most ex- 
perienced administra- 
tors in Queensland Soc- 
cer. The 48-year-old 
auditor has been in Soc- 
cer for more than three 
decades. 


He began as a player 
with Grange Thistle and 
became the club’s 
secretary as a 21-year- 
old. Just four years later 
he was the Thistle presi- 
dent. Since then he has 
held positions on the 
QSF management com- 


mittee, the Perry Park 
trust and even has been 
a state selector. 

In ascending to the 
QSF presidency, he be- 
came the second ex- 
Thistle member to hold 
the position. The late 


mid-70s stint separated 
Brusasco’s two eras at 
the helm, was a former 
Thistle official. 

Dann’s most recent 
involvement at QSF 
level has been as a mem- 
ber of the restructuring 
committee which formu- 
lated the present format 
and entry criteria of the 
XXXX League.

Great Cup Robberies 


Jeff Petersen reviews two of the 
notorious thefts of Soccer history. 
THE flickering gas lamps in the streets of Birmingham in 1895 and 
the bright neon lights of London in 1966 have one common bond 
as far as football is concerned, and that is the theft of Cups. The FA 
Cup and the World Cup. 


Aston Villa beat West 
Bromwich Albion 1-0 at 
Crystal Palace to win the 
FA Cup in 1895. So that 
all their fans could see 
the trophy, a football 
boot supplier and sports 
shop in Newton Row, 
Birmingham, had the 


Cup in its window and the first 


on, the night of Septem- 
ber ich 1895, ins 
stolen. 

So imagine the shock 
of the owner, Mr Shill- 
cock, when he went to 
open his shop the next 
morning and found the 
Cup missing. The 
thieves had broken in 
through the ceiling. The 
sliding window pushed 
back and the trophy 
taken. 

Posters went up in the 
City of Birmingham 
offering a £10 reward 
and that was a fair 
amount for 1895. 

The Football Associa- 
tion had ordered Villa to 
insure it for £200 and Mr 
Shillcock had also in- 
sured the Cup. The theft 
was headline news all 
over England. The 
thieves were requested 
to return it and what- 
ever happened were 
asked not to break it up, 
but it was never found. 

Then many years 
later, in 1958, an 83 year 
old man confessed in a 
newspaper to having 
stolen the FA Cup with 
the help of two compan- 
ions. The trophy vee 
melted down an 
into counterfeit h 
crowns. But whether it 
‘was true or not, we will

the insurance and out of 
it had to pay the FA of 
£25 fine and a new Cup 
was made by Mr 
Vaughton’s of Birming- 
ham and the second FA 
Cup showed very little 
change in design from 
t. 

But the second trophy 
did not have a very long

And the 
first winners were Brad- 
ford City in 1911 and is 
the same Cup that the 
proud winners paraded 
round the Wembley 
pitch last season. 

If the loss of the FA 
Cup in 1895 caused a his 
stir, the theft of the 
World Cup in London in 
1966 was headline news 
in almost every country 
in the world. 

The World Cup was 
loaned to the Stampex 
Exhibition at Central 
Hall, Westminister, and 
went on show on the 
Stanley Gibbons stand 
with rare stamps valued 
at many millions of 
pounds.
